Any suggestion that we in Britain have something of 
which he is boasting is met with blank incredulity. Very rarely 
will it be admitted that everything is not yet perfect. 


The Chinese, on the other 
hand, are delightfully frank. 
Without any boasting, they will 
show you their artistic treas- 
ures of ceramics and paintings 
dating back to the time when 
we were barbarians. They will 
freely say, We are a backward 
nation. We have a long way to 
go.” They will show one what 
they are doing in the way of 
housing the workers but will 
say that this is only a beginning. 
So, far from resenting criticism 
they will invite it. This makes 
conversation far more easy than 
with Ses northern neighbors.

For 
instance, the better-off farmers, 
unlike the kulaks in Russia, 
have not been liquidated. There 
has been no attempt as yét to 
do away with the small trader 
and industriglist. 

Difficult Task. 

It may, of course, be said 
that these are early days and 
that the party will in due time 
introduce full-blown Commu- 
nism, but it will certainly be a 
difficult task and in my view 
the Chinese leaders are unlike- 
ly to make the same mistakes 
as the Russians. I think that 
their actual policy is likely to 
be more flexible than their 
theories.

Its 23 crewmen 
were showered with radioactive ash, among them 
Kuboyama, the radio operator. 113 

For two weeks the United States did not ad- 
mit officially that an H- bomb had been exploded, 
nor that it had so far exceeded scientific expec- 
tations that the danger zone for ships was not 
large enough. .

FTER you've spoken a harsh 

word to friend or family, do 

you wonder what caused you 

to explode? Overtiredness may 
be the answer. 

This is not physical tiredness, 


which is more often a pleasant, 


listless feeling than a cause for 


Irritation: if you are physi 
‘fatigued, you probably have not 


the energy to get angry. This 
type of exhaustion can be reme- 
died by a good night's sleep. 
The real troublemaker is not 
physical, but emotional tiredness 
resulting from tensions. Such 
tiredness can be treated just as 
you administer to a physical ill- 


ness, to prevent its taking toll 


of your energy and sparkle.

IF YOU are a mother with 
young children requiring almost 
constant attention, it’s likely that 
much of the “fatigue” you feel 
is downright boredom, 
spending so much time with the 
youngsters—who aren't your in- 
tellectual equals.

"Stand Up Straight’

mand, Some parents limit their efforts to improve 
their children’s posture to verbal nagging. Others may 
even go so far as to buy elastic harness affairs which 
= their poor children are forced to wear, in the hope that 
their posture can be improved and their stooping shoulders 

- straightened. 
It is natural, in our society, to try to improve your 
child's posture. Most of us feel that a straight back and 
square shoulders are desirable and “look better” than 


do other postures.

YET, ACCORDING TO SHELDON, the constitutional 
psychologist, there is actually little to be said for the 
perfectly upright posture except that it is the preference 
of the predominantly mesomorphic individual, and that 
it is often associated with high blood pressure. 

Thus if your son or daughter is of a primarily 
mesomorphic build, he will very likely prefer to sit and 
stand straight. And even if he does not, your directions 
to him to do so may prove effective. 

Not so with your thin, wiry ectomorph. According 
to Sheldon, the rdund shoulder of the ectomorph is probably 
as normal and characteristic for him as is the round belly 
of the endomorph. :

FOR THE ECTOMORPHIC INDIVIDUAL, the favorite 
posture is usually round shouldered, Also he likes to sit 
on one foot, or to wind one leg around the other. He 
is most comfortable when he tips his chair back on its 
back legs. (And may be much happier wich his hands 
clenched and in his pockets.) 

Sheldon suggests that there may be nothing more 
‘unkind in all of education than forcing all children, 
regardless of their body build, to sit in the same kind 
of chair and in the same posture. And since it is the 
kind of chair (ong and with a level seat) and the 
of posture (straight back and square shoulders) which- 
best fits the mesomorph, it is the ectomorph who suffers 
most. , 

So regardless of your own postural preference, if 
your son or daughter is an extreme ectomorph and seems
